The previous Election/Restriction Requirement issued on 06/30/2004 has been 
withdrawn.

The subcombination has separate utility such as the specified 
received data replay and conversion means. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
